Foreword

In  Memoriam 


A  pall  of  sorrow  was  cast  over  the  Christmas  festivity  by  the  death  of  a 
loyal  friend  and  esteemed  instructor,  Miss  Ivy  Slayton. 

Miss  Slayton  began  her  career  of  teaching  at  the  age  of  sixteen  in  the 
city  of  Whitehall  where  her  father  served  as  superintendent  of  schools.  She 
continued  in  this  work,  teaching  successively  at  Muskegon  and  Grand  Rapids, 
where  she  became  a  teacher  of  mathematics  at  Union. 

She  devoted  thirty-four  years  of  her  life  to  the  promulgation  of  our  ideals 
and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  democratic  principles  which  exist  among 
us  today.  The  whole-hearted,  kindly  manner  in  which  she  entered  into  our 
projects  and  the  sincere  interest  which  she  took  in  her  pupils  and  her  work 
established  her  high  in  our  hearts. 

In  1933,  ill  health  compelled  her  to  retire,  thus  bringing  to  an  end  the 
work  in  which  she  had  been  engaged  for  forty-four  years. 

In  her  death  we  mourn  the  loss  of  an  invaluable  instructor,  one  of  the 
most  sincere  and  kindly  characters  in  the  history  of  the  school.

•  It  has  been  said  that  the  spirit  of  fellowship 
is  "a  mystic  bond  of  brotherhood  that  makes  all 
men  one."  This  spirit  has  so  instilled  itself  into 
the  hearts  of  Unionites  that  our  projects  are  en- 
thusiastic successes  because  we  enter  them,  not 
as  separate  groups,  but  as  one.  To  develop  this 
spirit  to  the  utmost  is  essential  in  the  life  of  the 
school,  for  success  in  life  is  dependent  upon  it. 
Union  teachers  have  put  forth  every  effort  to 
encourage  and  promote  fellowship,  entering 
whole-heartedly  into  our  activities,  being  one  of 
us.  This  splendid  spirit  of  democracy  was 
originally  inspired  and  furthered  by  such  teach- 
ers as  Miss  Marion  L.  Jennings  and  Elwood  F. 
Demon,  both  friends  of  the  students  for  more 
than  thirty  years. 

No  longer  do  we  consider  the  faculty  "super- 
beings,"  living  in  an  intellectual  super- world, 
but  we  consider  them  our  elder,  wiser  brothers 
to  whom  we  may  go  for  advice.  Likewise  our 
underclassmen  work  and  play  with  their  upper- 
classmen  and  are  aided  by  the  freely  given 
advice.  We  as  seniors  are  proud  to  be  not  only 
guides  and  ideals  but  friends  of  our  underclass- 
men. 

Further  interest  is  promoted  by  get-togethers, 
all-school  parties,  dances,  festivals,  assemblies, 
and  banquets.  This  year  students  have  been 
less  fortunate,  as  only  seven  parties,  in  place  of 
sometimes  as  many  as  thirty,  have  been  spon- 
sored. The  outstanding  social  events  of  this  year 
were  the  Bal  Moderne,  Military  Ball,  Pleasure 
Cruise,  Varsity  Frolic,  and  the  Junior-Senior 
Prom.  Through  these  activities  greater  fellowship 
has  been  developed. 

We  must  remember  that  school  is  life,  and 
the  better  part  of  life  is  fellowship. 


Mr.  Charles  A.  Everest,  Union's  well- 
liked  principal,  is  very  liberal  in  his  ideas 
with  students,  and  is  kind  and  considerate 
toward  his  teachers.  If  there  is  a  question 
any  student  would  like  to  have  cleared  up, 
all  he  has  to  do  is  to  see  Principal  Everest. 
He  will  first  listen,  then  answer  the  question 
in  such  a  way  that  the  caller  never  hesitates 
to  consult  him  again.

•  Advancing  hand  in  hand  with  educational 
achievements  is  the  interesting  sports  program 
for  both  boys  and  girls,  with  the  emphasis 
placed  not  alone  on  the  winning  of  the  vari- 
ous activities  but  also  on  the  development  of 
the  mental  and  physical  health  of  the  partici- 
pants. The  physical  education  department  has 
procured  professional  people  to  talk  about  the 
common  diseases  that  confront  children  of 
high  school  age  and  what  cares  should  be 
exercised  to  prevent  these  enemies  of  youth. 

Physical  education  includes  a  large  number 
of  activities,  arranged  in  an  order  that  is  both 
timely  and  interesting  to  the  ever-changing 
moods  of  the  youth  of  today.  Requirements 
for  graduation  demand  eight  semesters  of 
physical  education,  unless  the  student  is  ex- 
cused on  recommendation  of  a  doctor.  Both 
the  girls'  and  boys'  gym  classes  devote  their 
time  to  the  types  of  sports  that  foster  the  de- 
velopment of  cooperation,  coordination,  clear 
thinking,  and  physical  culture,  abilities  neces- 
sary to  students  in  adjusting  themselves  to 
their  future  social  obligations.
